2. Citations and explanations 

The invention relates to a method for recording 
images of an overflown ground or a surface, in particular 
for terrestrial air- or space-supported image recording, 
and electro-optical detectors allocated to a detector 
group for carrying out this method. 



The prior art is known from the cited document Dl = 
DE-A-1 971 396. A photogrammetric camera is known from 
that document in which each electro-optical detector group 
is made up of sensor lines with a row of individual image 
elements, said sensor lines being directly next to each 
other and running transversely to the direction of flight. 
For a total image, linear ground areas are displayed on 
the sensor lines at various points in time. In contrast to 
a three-line camera, the sampled ground lines run parallel 
to each other and connect directly to each other in this 
photogrammetric camera. However, the entire surface of the 
detector group is filled with sensor lines. 



The invention avoids this disadvantage, since a 
small detector surface is sufficient for the electro-optic 
detector group according to the invention owing to the 
gaps provided between adjacent detectors.
